visit the cemeteries and minister per­ 
sonally to each grave. 
Many parents of Am erican soldiers 
killed and buried overseas have re­ 
quested decoration

with particular kinds of flowers or 
with individual floral arrangem ents. 
Most of them have requested the Le­

A committee of ministers and lay­ 
men in the church, headed by Dr. John 
Timothy Stone of the Fourth Presby­ 
terian church of Chicago, has been at 
work on the problem for two years. 
The plan they proposed was sent to 
the commissioners before they 
left 
their homes for the meeting, and was 
thoroughly discussed anil was adopted 
with only minor changes. 


According to the statement of Rev. 
S. M. Kelly of the First Presbyterian 
church of this city, local Presbyterians 
are affected by the change, in that a 
year hence there will only be four 
hoards for which support will be as k ­ 
ed, and although the total expense may 
not be greatly reduced, the opportun­ 
ity for increased efficiency will mean 
that an immense amount more will be 
accomplished by the same outlay. 


Under the plan adopted by the As­ 
sembly the Church Board will be: 
The Foreign Board, which will unite 
the work carried on 
by

boards at the present time one operat­ 
ed by men and the other by the wom­ 
en. 
In the new' board the women will 
be given 15 out of 40 seats. 


The Board of 
National 
Missions. 
This board will 
have 
departments 
which will care for the work previous­ 
ly carried on by the two home boards, 
men’s and women's, the work for col­ 
ored people, church erection, the work 
through the chaplains in the army and 
the navy, and evangelism. The women 
will also have 15 of the 40 members 
of this board. 
All the educational work 
of 
the 
church will be centralized in the Board 
of Christian Education in Philadel­ 
phia. 
This will include the work of 
57 colleges and the efforts of Christian 
workers at state universities, scores 
of schools maintained 
for 
Indians, 
Mountainers, and Negroes, Missionary 
education, the large work of religious 
education, especially through Sunday 
schools, the work of the Board of Tem­ 
perance and Morale Welfare, the pub­ 
lication interests of the denomination 
and the special work among the men.

church will continue under the Board 
of Ministerial Relief and Sustenation, 
to which will be added the oversight 
of hospitals, orphanages and homes 
for the aged of the church.

According to the latest reports there 
was a net increase of 45,000 in the 
membership of the church during the 
past year. 
The gifts to benevolences 
were $9,339,155, the largest in the his­ 
tory of the church in spite of the de­ 
pression that was felt throughout the 
country. Efforts are to be made, how­ 
ever, to stimulate members and ch u r­ 
ches to pay promptly and regularly 
their pledges made for the support of 
this work. 
Last year more than $44,- 
000 was spent on interest on money 
borrowed d u r in g th e summer and fall 
to anticipate the sums which came la­ 
ter from the churches.

would have supported 30 more mis­ 
sionaries. 
Strong 
resolutions 
were 
adopted 
urging censorship of moving pictures

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DAUGHERTY SERVING ENDS OF JUSTICE 


OUR participation in the Wei Od war, with its imperious neces­ 
sities, urgent ha.^te, and innumerable opportunities for fraud, is 
bearing its fru it in hundreds of fraudulent contracts which have 
been unearthed by Attorney General Daugherty. 
Many contracts 
were left to be liquidated at til eel use of the war and the settlement 
of these contracts with justice to the government is one of the most 
serious duties laid upon the present Attorney General. 
These 
cases, however im portant, are those of ordinary business and civil 
process, but fraud practised against the government in time of 
war, robbery of the people, is intolerable, and the guilty parties 
must be punished. 
The investigation of these fraudulent cases, with the indict­ 
ment and prosecution of the offenders, heroes the cardinal duty of 
the Department of Justice, and the Attorney General, in doing his 
plain duty, ought to be encouraged an d sustained, not criticised 
or attacked. A personal or political animus has been clearly shown 
by some of his opponents, of whom the most conspicuous are Re­ 
publicans. 
The Attorney Genera? and his assistants have wisely prepared 
their cases carefully. They were entitled to ample time. The ends 
of justice, not of the fall elections, are to 'be served by their aet. 
It is not a question as to whether the guilty parties are Republi­ 
cans or Democrats—that is not to be considered. Without political 
intention, prejudice or passion, these cases should be heard and 
tried. The ultimate verdict will be given on the evidence, by pub­ 
lic opinion. 
The prosecution is not going to give any considera­ 
tion to the question of what party is helped or hurt, but if the evi­ 
dence shews that the defendant.! arc guilty every effort will be 
made to convict them without regard to their politics. This is as 
it should be. 
. 


ANYTHING TO DEFEAT TARIFF RILL 


The observant reader no doubt has noticed that just at pres- 
ent the Democrats in Congress are searching zealously for any 
sort of excuse to introduce any kind of extraneous subject into the 
discussions in order that time may be consumed. 
Although the 
tariff bill is supposedly under consideration, they seize upon any 
subject that arises in order to occupy the floor and delay a vote 
on each particular item of the bill as it comes up. If they had the 
privilege of calling members of the Cabinet upon the floor, as pro­ 
posed, they could easily, for example, call the Attorney General 
and question bim at length, day after day, regarding the prosecu­ 
tion of war graft cases, and call each Cabinet member and question 
him regarding the expenditures in his departm ent in detail.
